Spain 
alone took another course, opporing 
Faaciam by a genuinely Bpaniiih Re¬ 
volution. Without wiihing to casg- 
geraie, thin would not have been p»- 
■ible if we had ncA educated the 
people in a revoluUonary way* in ean- 
atant fzheUimi fm a j^gh ideal and 
aipiiniL suhoiiawon. 

Hw mnarehist ideal, the coniintm, 
must be iieparaied from the faeti hap¬ 
pening in Spam at fir as ita perman- 
enf finality is cancerned. The his¬ 
torical sltuatioii ncludrs immobility 
cd BJiarchiat aiiria and requires adap¬ 
tation. For if all anarchkta. State 
cominunlata and aociaiiiLi worked but 
for the total vidnty nf -their own 
ideas* the front of Uw struggle would 
have been broken and the mnmrntaT) 
libertarian po«aj1illitiea deatfuyed The 
snarchitti were the first to work in 
the sense cd motuaf undemanding, of 
moderation of aspirationa, unwilling 
to foiat anodief War upon the prescnl 
war against Fascism, whkh, in view 
nf the support which Germany and 
Italy give to the FaaciaH, is a suffi- 
inently auilaciuiis umtertsking for a 
poor and almcot diaaitned people. If 
we were only to triumph over Kaaciam 
rair effort and the blood thed would 
be rewarded. This itruggle ban a 
rcpcrcixiaion everywhere and links to¬ 
gether the most moderate* but trna, 
republican* and ansrehirta. 

Aa anarohkta, powerful in-the work¬ 
ers' movetufint and tnoraUy in Spain, 
we could bave striven for a hold eon-

of well-tp-do parentt who saw to li 
that he received t verj' catlralit cdii- 
cittiTn- fli't At the age of twany, al¬ 
ready he waa obtiged to leave his 
home on arcoiuil of hia re- 
puhliean ideaa. Following a ritiitg 
at SanU-Coluofin dc FarmlMj he 
^ght refuge at Parii, where be ac- 
ifuired a vm profound culture and 
cjcwcuunl the professiori of teacher 

It frm thefi that he realized his vu- 
ctiion rt a leichcr and that he con¬ 
ceived the idea of bii modem school. 
Thui. when in inhcrltanee from Mlle- 
Meufucr. an eceontric apinater who 
had been interested in Fener's 
fchemea* cniFled him to put hU ideas 
into practice, he Went to Spain and 
founded numerqua ichoalj baaed on 
natkaialiiuc uid libenarla.n principies. 
These fchooli met with a great iticceas 
At that time there eiuAtcd in Spain 
only profeaunnal sdioob. generally 
un^r the direction of Jesuiu. The 
dutd'i mind wai atJfled in an atmoi' 
phere of hypocrtiy and prejudice. 
Ferrer tm the cnntini^ wished to create 
of the child a man capable of neaaen- 
ing for himaclf. 

Tcarhing Absotately Neutrul 

Teaching Was to remain abaolutcJy 
neutral. To hive trained the child to 
oppose the govesmmcitt and the 
Chumh at an age when he could not 
yrt uuderttaud the issues would have 
•eemed tn him an ahuie of the child’i 
liberty 

'* First of all," he would siy. let 
ui niafee our ehildreii young peofde 
uho are well instnicted. Later, when 
they ahall have become men; we ihaH 
itrive to inaikitc in them the idcalt 
uf cmancipxtion which are' so dear 
in ui," 

iJlce the really modern rdunition- 
ilist he wii, he had tindcrilood that a 
rigansna discipline prevent! tJie child 
from devriopmg, and leads to intrm'cr- 
tkm. Thus, as Dr. Moirssori alicr’- 
wifds prescribed, he insiala that the 
child j'hiMild have the utmost liberty. 
Ife wrote in the " Rdnovation de 
I'FoDle," " Such progress will be made, 
in the direction of grealcr liberty, for 
1 am convince that conatrtiint is only 
the excuse of reason and that the 
edunior w ho is really worthy of the 
name wiU obtain all by spnnraneity, 
for he will be aware of the needs and 
d^ires of the child, and he will know 
how to foster bis developniEnt, merely 
bji^ ullsfying them to die utmost 
metiC' 

Thanks to such ideas. FeirerT work 
•Uvefcrpcd wonderfully. Not only 
children, hut adults followed the 
Courses: 110 organszaiicins hsd been 
started in the principal dtici, spread¬ 
ing the new id!cas breadciat* 'I'he 
Modem Sehocil had at its head a 
board of vtuiiics, composed of ed- 


ucatore, ptiUtieiam, writeri and 
schnlars. 

But the suctYfi uf hi> shcool wa» 
attended by unessmess in the Church 
and the forces of reacttoii. Thus the 
first pretexi was seired to mike the 
Eoniiimstion of his work impossible 
for Ferrer. Such an opportunity^ was 
provided by the attempted assassin^ 
ation by Maltco Mrurul on the dty of 
.-Vlfonsct XllFs mirrisge. As Mniral 
had been employed three years pre¬ 
viously as Irbrartaii in Ferrer’s pub¬ 
lishing olficc, I he latter was accused of 
^mpLdty. In spite of the faked trial 
for which he stood, he wi* acquitted, 
but the schools were closed. 

Then Fe^r devoted oJI his energtes^ 
to his publishing house m aa lo rmikc 
known throughout Spain the works 
of the great masters w’ho had guided 
his thought, Reclus, KropoLkinc and 
others. 

The Risiti^ of 100*1 

But tragic events were soon to 
come and put an end to his w^ork. On 
July 3bth and 37th, 1909, there were 
riilngj in ill Catalimii and in Barccl- 
nns particularly, lo protest against war 


being Waged by Spam against .Moruren, 
the onus of which was heavily borne 
by the working cltss». The general 
strike becBnac a revolt, there were 
many dead, itiruimerablc Churches and 
Couvents were destroyed. 

The repriiala were terrihle, and the 
ocraaion w^as not lost of secuimg 
Ferrer. He wak arrested on the cap¬ 
ital charge of having caused the revolL 
No proiif could be found to justify 
the aeeusflUun, so it breame necessiry 
in have him tried by military tribunal 
where no nonriaJ judicial ptneediire 
was respected. .All Hurope rose Indig¬ 
nant against this oLitragedus violaiinn 


of human rights. Thousands of peli- 
tiona were sent to the Spaniiih Govern- 
meni, but it had derived that Ferrer 
must perish. EuiJ the Goremment W 4 » 
regarded with indignation the whole 
world liver, 

li was impossible to find proofs 
iigamst Ferrer, foe he had in no way 
taken part in the riung, not through 
fear, but because he was not " revo- 
lulionory " in the sente of the word 
then prevail Liig. He did nol hetie^'c 
In the unefulncss of armed revolts to 
secure lifierty. 

"fu order to change humamty°s con¬ 
ditionhe wrote in a letter, “ iheie 
is nuthing more urgent In fiiy npinlein 
than to establish an educalionaT system 
such a» We understand it, and which, 
btaruig fruit, shiJl fadlitaie progress 
and make the realisation of all gen- 
erruta ideals easier. That is why It 
Seems lo me that to work at this early 
date for the abolition of capital pun¬ 
ishment, or fur a general strike with¬ 
out knowing how we shal] bring up 
nur children, meant begin ning at the 
end and wasting our time.” 

As Thf Sprxtator wrote, one must 
see in him " a revolutionary' such as 
Tohujy, I ntfocmer philasophcr who 
wished to overthrow society, not with 
bombs, but with tdeas." In spire of 
Fetter's obvious mnocencE, he wjs 
eemdemned to death and cxectitcd in 
a ditch at Montjuich. He cued nut 
before being shot " You there, you 
can do nothing. I am innocent, L^g 
liv^ the School . . 

Fits death, having aroused the indig¬ 
nation of all Europe^ brenghl many 
partisans to his ideas, and w proved 
as fruitful as his life* 7'oday the 
memory of Ferrer ininiaU!i all revo- 
lutLonan,' Spaniards.

PROBLEMS OF THE STRUGGLE 
The Military And Political Situation 


It L3 tio e&fly to obtain Camillo Bfraeri^a ImpressioiiB on 
the Spanish struggle. He suddenly appears in Barceltma bo edit 
tbe lortnJghtty newspaper of the italian S'yndicaJ Uaioti* ’'Guerra 
dl Clafise,"* and to present at meetings, then audde^y disitp- 
pesrs . . . perhaps to the front, or to Valencie.. 

Camillo Bemori, who is one of the best known exponents of 
ItnJian Anarchism since Ihe death of MaJateata, Galleani and 
Fabbri^ was, at an early age. University Profesaor in Philosophy, 
but in 1026 was forced to leave the country, when aJI professors 
in Italy had to become members of the Fascist Party or resign 
their posts, and since then bis life has been made Intolerable by 
impnaonment in Frunce and Belgium and deportation from mcKrt 
countries in Europe. He is not a brilliant orator, but bis revolu¬ 
tionary spirit has made of him a wriber-propagandist of Anar^ 
chiam. ELa works range from a biography of Mussolini to a 
psychological Study of aoti-semitism": from a study of Racial 
Madness to one dealing with attractive work. 

Since the outbreak of the Revolution he ban been in Spain 
giving to the workera' cause all the energy and experience of a 
militant whose active life has made of him a keen observer and 
constructive critic* 

On this occasion we found him in his study in the Caaa CNT- 
FAf, in Barcelona, and only after much perguaaion were wo able 
to induce him to grant us an interview*

Thr first question vre put to him 
was with regard to the tnllitary oitua- 
tion as he law it, 

“ I have no ipecial ewnpeterre to

Wbether ibe pdctkal, cconamkiJ 
and fifora! aiuif of this Spiniib 
democracy are approved or are not 
approved by the American Denw- 
raeiea abnutd be of nn eonscqtiefite. 
Thit sbould be ■ matter for the Span- 
hh people to toolve and deride, and 
ao long as in the eoliJtioTi of thi* prob¬ 
lem the Spanish people do not interfere 
with other peuple'a equal righta, no 
tmc. be it Fisciit or juiti-Fimcift. has 
any right to interfere.

Spain No Longer Treated as 

Priitiiilly Govcmmciit 

Aa it appeared, Atneriotn fileniQC- 
racy ucvei- Idt inch obLigation km^arda 
the filler Republic of Spain. No 
sooner had the July pnnuncianurtto 
of tbe reactionary fnlloweiB of Gen¬ 
eral France) been made knomt ibon 
the Rcpiibljct of Atoeriet, aa If by 
prei;nua accord!, ceased to deal with 


the conrtitutinnal Gov^ernment of 
Spain aa with a friendly Govcmnieiii. 
11«y gave tbeir diplomatic relation* 
vritb it an obvious note ol hcNRihiv- 
Tlicy refuaed to let Jt buy needed War 
materiak within their own border*. 
1’hey practically impeded a commer- 
oal blockade upnn loyaliat Spain. 
They hirrajiat|l it ccmBtattntJy wiih all 
torts of dlflkuItjeR. Sume of Lhetn 
broke ofl diplomatic relitinm with the 
Aiadrid ffovcmincnl illogetJ'Mr. Uru¬ 
guay. (or many decidea considered 
the mcd progreasive democracy on thk 
Contiiicfit, wae ihn flint to break off 
dipluoiatie relitkuia with Afidrid. on 
September i^nd. FI Salvador and 
Guatemala followed suit in November; 
Nicaragua recngniaicd the Burgos 
Junta early in December; tn-o weeks 
before the Mufsolini and flitlcr Dk- 
taloribips. 

Of all the Amcricaii Republioi, only 
three have taken a more or leas friendly 
attitude towards the Spanish people 
and their Covemment fighting for 
their Uvea and libettici: Mexieo, which 
h*a CDurageoujiiy continued lo deal 
with Madrid as a friendly Govern¬ 
ment, allowinj^ It to buy amw and 
aimnuniiiun within its bordcni; Cotta 
Klea, wbnw gov-«nnunt aEsistod the 
newly named diplomaric repractitative 
of Spain to uke poMetaion of the 
Spanish Legation in Sal |coe. against 
former Minister who had poss^ to 
the Rebels and refused to vacate the 
premises (November 3ath); and Santo 
Dominifo. whose Charge d'Affairei in 
btadrid ufTered!, late in November, to 
take charge of a ecrtaln number of 
arphsns nf the Spanish dvil war to be 
reared and educated' by hli country'* 
Goveitncnt. 

All the other* have ihuwn them- 
htIvh conaistcntly ioimieil to the 
Spanish people *nd GoyemmenL 

Dn all oecasiotts; at flrst undcc pre- 
teat of protecting their nstbnali In 
Spain; then uniier pretext of hunmn- 
king the civil w'ar, a* for Instance 
during the siege of the Toledo Alcxsai 
when, through tfu: u^aknm of the 
Madrid Gavernment. they aurcccded 
in hiving thbigs pratracted to the 
exclusive idvanUgc of the rebels. 
iTial was s lentimcnul blunder. The 
lives of the wotn«i and drildreu in 
the Aiimaar were no mort sacted than 
tbe livia of women and children in 
Bada|oi—where they were maauared 
by the score—and btadrid. where they 
hue beeu btimbarded by the hundred.

And theft then: was the “right of 
saylum intrigue. The worthy diplo¬ 
mats representing Hknicrkaii ^ales in 
Spain, at the banning of the civil 
war. opened, their extra-territorial 
rcoidebees lo as many fasrisi* or fas- 
cut tympsihucn a* had no refuge 
from tbe loyaJuLs, after the}* had lost 
in the light. Thousands of them, 
caught red-handed in the conapiracy 
against the lawful Goverument of ibrir 
countf)*, found refuge in foreign 
Hmbasaiea. As I'Cmg sa the Ambu- 
sadors MW hi to remain in their 
ft] ace* all wu well.

Nuwbere, 
with the posaible exception of the 
Foadet «ftUntrie*> i* the riebt of 
asylutn tc» respected than In ihe 
A^riean rc})ulilics. kMiik in Europe 
undesirable hctfli are generally m- 
polled by such countries at deem them 
to be obnosKiui. un. this side nf the 
Atlantic dcpcrtatlnn is the rule—and 
deportaiioii mean* tiiai the . uudesh* 
able parson ia forcibly delivered by 
the dcpoftitig roiifttry into the hand* 
of the Goventmciit from whose 
jurisdiction the deportee comes, with¬ 
out regard fur the Istter'i ttalu* in that 
country, or fof the totucqUEtiCES of 
tuch aft art, Political refugees from 
ail cuiifttries have been lu delivered 
into the hands of tbcLf politksi 
enemies. No Aincrksn Republic is 
clean of this crime, not even M'exip:i 
which has lately shown a more ciyil- 
Ixcd and bumsn inclination to give 
asylum tn politkid refugee*. 

Deported 

ArgcUiiiiis. Lkuguay. lirasdl .the 
United States, have from lime to time 
ikpcrted inti-Fsacm raJugeea, for 
inatsnee, lo Italy and Germany, ibeire 
to meet whatever punishment the 
dictators saw fit to iullkt on tbem. 
The lulian tslaftds tn tbe Tyrrcncon 
Sea, tbe German Coneentratiuii 
Camps, ftill contain vktiins of such 
depurutian. persons, be it remembered 
who were not guilty ol any criiwe in 
tht country which deported them— for 
the)* would hav*i been tried and len- 
laieed in such i calc — but simply 
profesoed oplniona objected to by the 
Democratic Govcrnmciitts of America. 
Hugo Fcdeli, deported iiom Uruguay 
with four otficra; N. Recchi deported 
(roro Aigoitliu together with many 
another, are among the victimi of this 
iiltct disregard fur the right of asylum. 

In the United Stales the same thing 
Jijppens. Scores of political underir- 
ahlea, generally refugees from ihe per¬ 
secution of their oauntriea' despou, 
are at This very motitefil threatened 
with deportation. . 

As for the t.uiUn Amcrkan coun¬ 
tries. at ihc sainc time when their 
diplomata wete intriguing in Spain m 
order to horav tbe Spanish Govern- 
tfteni, their Govemmenta at home 
were pliniiing an agreement foe 
mutual depottatiurt of political refu¬ 
gees. Wrote L. Lore in the " New 
York Foot," whidi k a Kooaeveltian 
Democralk paper. EieretaTofe. poli¬ 
tical rcfugecfl from Peru who fled to 
Balirfi were not sent hack lo their 
native land. The plan is now to de¬ 
liver ever)* refugee to his hoine dicta¬ 
tor ftft request. It ia not nectwary to 
explain,^' concluded Mt- lone, " what 
this means La hundredi Upon hun- 
dreds of Latin-American %hter* 
against brutal fascism.” 

.Sow, it lakra more than any cimi- 
Ceiviblc shore of human naivete to 
bdieve in the lincrrity ol these coun¬ 
tries* diplamate when they heat them¬ 
selves up about ibc nght of asy¬ 
lum" for the Spanish Faidati whn 
have taken relugc under the protec¬ 
tion, of their eoihoxsies' immunity. 
What they nuan is nnl respect fur the 
right of asylum, which their Govem- 
ments thnktle at home, but irnmuniT) 
for the imemics of the Spini&h people, 
the miblatiat and Fascist plutura 
Bgxiiut its fight to Klf-^determina- 
tlon and independence.
